IHE subject of tb's paper Is "Alcohol la Relation to the 

T~~SS Home." Of Home ltBelr. one general observation may be 
jgl offered. The Home Is not only the seed plot of a nation's con- 
™ tinned existence, but It Is tlio Bpr'ng from which proceeds 

all that la essential to the true patriotism of a people. 
to tbe real power of any community, and to the sustained In- 
fluence of national life and Institutions. The homes of the people consti- 
tute the flow of new life, of new Inflciiccs, both mo.al anil Intcl'ectual. 
and of new energy, without wblcb the nation must In the process or time 
inev'tably shrink and die. 

Anything, therefore, which bears for good or lit upon the Homes ami 
upon the Home-life of a people Is of supreme importance to every nation. 
A wide experience of the conditions of life !n many countries, and 
a somewhat close acquaintance with the Inner facts of social progress 
among the working and peasant c'asses over a Inrgo part of the world, lias 
brought an Important body or information on this and- kindred subjects to 
the Officers of The Salvation Army. This paper Is lutcndcd to present to, 
the Congress — as briefly as may be— some of the prlnc'pal- conclusions at 
which we have arrived an to tbe influence of strong drluk upon the lire/ 
Of the people as that life lg seen In tho'r homes. 

A Wasteful Habit. 

1. And first we remark, Alcohol In the Home dissipates and wastes the 
substance and material resources of the family. 

It Is scarcely necessary to do more than state this fact to secure uni- 
versal assent. Wherever It appears In the Homes of the peop'e, alcohol 
tends inevitably to waste. It eonnunics, without giving any adequate re- 
turn, what should be cupended in necessaries, especially for Hie children, 
tbe aged, and the sick, It Is astonishing to what an extent It establishes 
itself as ft supposed necessity and then drives ont what Is all-Important 
for the building up or vigorous physique and the preservation of health. 
In times of scarcity and unemployment the children's milk Is cut oil long 
before tbe parents' beer and spirits. The wage-earner— and even tbe 
young mother — will, to their great detriment, forgo important food raueli 
more willingly than tbe pot' on of alcoholic drink to which they are ac- 
customed. 

The uce of strong drink Is also, we find, a principal foe to thrift of disorder, If not a Hell of despair. The discipline wh'ch the wor:,j gives is 
every kind.

and how noble a human life may become. The sacredncss and purity of 
natural aCecilou, the value of eelf-controi, and the true worts of labour 
are all Illustrated in what he sees before fa/m in the life of his Home. To 
this end, God has by tbe operation of certain natural tendencies — which 
we call laws — surrounded fam'ly life, and the Home which is its centre, by 
a reserve and exc'.usiveness which constitute no small part of its dignity. 
Occasions abound, both of joy and sorrow, of loss and gain. Of pleasure and 
of pa'n, which tend to strengthen, that seclusion and to uphold and in- 
crease that dignity. 

In its Influence upon the formation of characier this has a. largo 
place, helping to develop resource, self-control, willingness to accept re- 
spons'billty. and sympathy tuid affection towards all. 

But alas! how erne'ly opposed to all this Is alcoholism: With what 
agony hare we not all of us witnessed the gradual dispersal of that respect, 
and the final destruction of that dignity, under the inflsieseca of this scourge! 
Tbe wife and mother, who at flrst locked up in all things to the husband, 
Is gradually compelled to look down upon him The husband and father 
whose esteem was at first of the highest for the wife, is compelled at 
last to think of her only as the servant or s'ave of another master. The 
children grow up to see only too pla'jily how the best and purest side of 
their parents' character Is marred and stained by the influences of this 
strange evil power, nntil presently all respect, either for their word or 
their personalities 's gone. Wito can estimate the evii consequences ot 
this loss of prestige? Who can say how far it is responsible for ■ the 
growth of dlsorderl'ness, insubordination, anarchism, and kiudrcd evils 
around us? 

We verily believe that many a revolutionary spirit many a reckless 
erlm'nal, many a forsaken woman, took the first steps on the way to ruin 
under the influence of 3 Home in which strong drink had already under- 
mined all that moral dignity and natural prestige which should have been 
a strong bulwark aga'nst those very evils.

Nowhere la there pnch an opening 
for the moral end cnlritual cultivation 
of the people aa In ihe Home. There, 
Id the highest degree, the Influences 
of unselfish love and the example of 
disinterested devotion ore potent 
factors In the training and encourage- 
ment of all that Is good :n man. It Is 
there that the leaven or .Tosuh Christ's 
teaching will most readily enter the 
human eoul, leading It to covet lowli- 
ness, to he patient !n injustices, and 
to welcome even dishonour Tor truth's 
Enhe. No after Influences can achieve 
for the youth of our peoples what 
can he accomplished at the Home. It 
seems to us who find !n all 
the w.'se arrangements of human life 
evidences of a Divine solicitude, that 
family life was really desigoed for 
the very purpose of rooting the young 
trees planted there !n a'l that Is true 
",', arid honourable and crave altf pure, 
vi That it Is by Divine appointment ln- 
- tended to be the grent school of 
morals— that there should meet the 
tenderest Influences of earthly affec- 
tion and tbe first revelation of the 
love ol God, both, allfce, inspiring to 
n life of labour fior others. 

Alcohol 1b the foe of all tlnse sacred 
things. Its uae weakens t'ne ability 
to decern between that wh;eh Is evil 
end UlQt which Is good. It emboldens 
men to neglect God. It sets up false 
standardo of duty and ambition, stand- 
ards, that la, which are warped and 
dwarfed by the claims ol Indulgence, 
Alcohol coufvisea conscience until it 
ca'ld right wrong and wrong right. It 
ejfalts present advantage and dulls 
the power of noble ambition. In short, 
alcohol Is the handmaid ol the II fo of
